FALLS ONLY TO RISE. 


An Experiment With a Sort of Perptt- 


u»l Motion Effect. 


A novel experiment In the demon- 


stration of perpetual motion is to be 
performed simply. A. glass beaker 
about six Inches high and four Inches 
In diameter IB filled with water to the 
height of about four and a half Inchei, 
and two and one-half to three ounces 
of commercial aniline are added, which 
•will sink to the bottom of the vessel. 


The temperature of the beaker and 
ts contents Is now raised to 170 or 175 
degrees F. by means of a burner, when 
.t will be observed that the aniline will 
rise to the surface of the water, from 


lcu It will hang in a mass of curved 


outline. Almost Immediately the sus- 
pended aniline commences to alter In 
shape, and gradually a large drop an 
Inch or more in alameter detaches It- 
self from the mass and falls through, 
the water. 


And now, the detached drop having 


fallen to the bottom of the beaker, 
comes the surprising part of the ex- 
periment The fallen drop Is seen grad- 
ually to rise to the surface, where it 
Joins the innss from which It previous- 
ly brolie away. At ouce another drop 
commences to form and, having be- 
come detacbcG, falls and rises in the 
same manner as the previous drop. 


So long na the temperature of the 


water Is maintained at 170 degrees or 
over this procedure continues. 


Philippine Fruits.

HOW MONGOLIA 
DODGED TORPEDO 


Germans Missed fcy Fifty Yards 
When 200 Miles Off Sliora, 


CROWD GOT GREAT THRILL 


Arrival of Britjah Destroyer ChaMd Off

nis hospital unit sailed from New, 


York on the unlucky Mongolia on May, 
19. On the following day when the' 
ship was but a few miles off the coast 
aa accident, which never has been, 
clearly explained, caused the death of 
two of the nurses and necessitated the 
return to port of the transport. 
, 


After the accident everything seems 


to have been tranquil on the ship un- 
til a German submarine was sighted 
on June 1 when the Mongolia was 
about 200 miles o« the port of Fal- 
mouth, England. To quote Mr. Single- 
ton's letter, written on the same day. 


"Early this Corning a German sub- 


marine bobbed up right hi front of our 
boat and quickly disappeared again. 
Evidently they hadn't seen us, and 
they seemed much afraid of those 
big stern guns. They were In a great 
hurry to get away and didn't take the 
time to fire. They were out of sight 
before our gunners could shoot. 


"Crowd Got a Real Thrill." 


"Quite a crowd on deck saw the TJ 


boat and got a real thnll. None of us 
boys saw it, and we were disappointed, 
but our chance came later. While we 
were down eating this noon the whis- 
tles blew for the gunners to get the 
guns ready and for everybody to hurry 
to the lifeboats. Tho boat turned to 
port immediately, and we got up Just 
in time to see a torpedo going by less 
than fifty yards, back of us. They had 
seen the submarine with Its periscope 
above the surface coming up from the 
side to attack us, and the captain had 
dodged the torpedo. 


"You 
can see where the torpedo is 


coming by the white wake It throws 
up. We fired the aft gun at the sub- 
marine as it disappeared beneath the 
surface, but It was too quick and es- 
caped. At this time something else 
was sighted up ahead, and two of the 
guns were trained on it. At first it 
looked like a speck of smoke in the 
distance, but as it approached it look- 
ed exactly like a submarine on top of 
the water. 


'In the meantime tbe submarine be- 


hind us came up so that we could see 
the periscope. It was chasing us and 
trying to get around to one side to 
torpedo us. 
We fired again, but it 


d'^ed ind attain got away. Just then 
tlioro were cheers up in front, and we 
were told it was a British destroyer 
ahead coming to convoy us tbe rest 
of the way. I never saw a more wel- 
come sight in my life than that de- 
stroyer speeding up to our assistance. 


Two Mar* U Boats Attack. 


"At this time two more submarines 


were» seen off to the rear, and all of 
the big guna becran firing rapidly. Two 
more torpedoes were sent at us, but 
we managed to dodge them both. The 
destroyer came tearing around to the 
rear of our boat about forty miles an 
hour, and nothing mor<% was seen of 
the subuiaiiiies. 
I have heard of 


'Diamond DicU' stuff, but I don't be- 
lieve that could compare with our ex- 
perience for excitement 
That de- 


stroyer came to the rescue in the nick 
of time, all right, and it was almost a 
miracle. 


"Everybody on board •uas remark- 


ably calm throughout the whole af- 
fair. They stood in lines near their 
lifeboats with then- preservers on, and 
as the destroyer came past everybody 
sang 'The Star Spangled Banner' and 
'America.' "

EW of our hundred mHUons of pop- 


ulation know the nature of the 
general staff corps, that division 


which is generally called "the brains of 
the army." And while It is an Intri- 
cate organization there is really no 
mystery about It, 


Every business organization of any 


importance has its general staff, as 
have all considerable railroads, all 
Inrge law firms and engineering firms. 
Their job Is to investigate, form-expert 
opinion upon and place at the disposal 
of the chief whom they serve plans for 
doing well the jobs In hand and for 
doing better the jobs still to come. 
Thus every law firm has employees and 
even partners who never have been 
known to make an argument before n 
court or Jury, but who prepare and 
arrange arguments or arrange adjust- 
ments which others use or carry 
through. 


General Staff In All Business. 


In any large business you will find 


men who are constantly at work study- 
ing materials, 
machines, 
processes, 


competitors' successes, -whom the gen- 
eral manager of the company directs 
and -whose advice is very nearly law 
to them. 
Every hospital has on Its' 


Staff experts in diagnosis, in bacteriol- 
ogy, in this disease and that operation, 
who form its general staff. And the 
Pasteur institute, the Rockefeller insti- 
tute and all the other laboratories 
where plans, methods, Judgments of 
carrying on the warfare against dis- 
ease are being worked out might fair- 
ly be called the general staff corps of 
the nation's department of health. The 
general staff principle Is, in a -word, 
Just this: Use of tbe best brains avail- 
able to guide and aid the leaders of ac- 
tion. 


The army's need for a general staff 


ia not so recent as our civilian Igno- 
rance of what war Is leads us to sup- 
pose. It is—to army men— a very far 
cry from tbe Indian fishting and Phil- 
ippine fighting -warfare -which to you 
and me (until 1914) -war signified. Our j 
devoted service men (and a very few 
thinkers among the political leaders) 
realized many years ago that -war is 
not any longer a matter of policing a 
few tuberculous bands of Indians. 


It Is not just since Aug. 4, 3014, that 


our army men have been aware that 
war 
demands officers practiced in 


maneuvering -with large fleets or large 
troop twits, demands an organization 
firm and flexible, requires a supply do- j 
partment manned and managed as 
soundly as a railroad company, calls 
for signal corps, field railroad building 
corps, engineer corps, air service corps 
of men highly trained and used to 
working together under military dis- 
cipline. 
Elihu Root recognized this. 


It is due to his efforts that tlie general 
staf corps of thp United States army 
•wag formed. That corps has never ex- 
ceeded ,*fty ofllcers. 
A larger corps 


would have required larger appropria- 
tions, and our congress, v,-hifh is the 
body that decides upon this highly im- 
portant matter, had other plans for 
spending. 


The peace value of the general staff 


is—if that be possible—even greater 
than its value in war. 
By doing its 


duty of bringing the material—the 
guns, supply of sholl^ and everything 
olse, from aeroplimes to Intrenching 
tools—and the personnel—officers and 
troops—up to the highest point of effi- 
ciency and finally by planning the op- 
erations cf defense with careful knowl- 
edge of all probable theaters, the gen- 
eral stiuT corps makes certain in ad- 
vance as far as is humanly possible sev- 
eral of the factors that will decide the 
result of the great early battles of » 
war. 
It is, of course, clear that in 


modern wars such early battles—as. 
for example, the Slarno—may settle 
the fate of nations regardless of all 
later efforts. 
Not French spirit only 


could have held the invader at thi> 
Jill rne. 
It was French preparedness 


that saved France aud Belgium anil 
the British empire by tbe bank of that 
river. 


Some Subdivisions. 


The gist of thp TJnited Stnros gen- 


eral staff law is on order to that corps 
to do exactly whnt other staffs are ex- 
pected to do—to get officers, troops 
and all their instruments nnd sup- 
plies up to the highest point of effec- 
tiveness for Instant war service and 
to plan the operations of defense. No 
one, howe'ver tinhlcssad with a sense 
of proportion, -will call this a small 
order for any corps In any group of 
men in any land. When, one stop? to 
consider tho lack of respect for the 
expert, the contempt of legal orders 
In this country, tho unwillingness for 
discipline and preference for happj-- 
go-lurky -ways In our country and 
congress, it seems work for-nil the 
strong men in tlie country,teamed up 
and pulling as one. 


There are the following divisions of 


the work, each requiring the presence 
of a full section of picked ofllcers: 


Communication (railroad^ and motor 


truck transportation and service and 
wire service). 


United States nrmy organization (to 


see that no part rota dry from over- 
organization or officers deficient In 
"pep'' «nd common senss). 


Armament. 
Foreign military 
conditions (con- 


cerned, chiefly with military and po- 
luicdl situations that may endanger 
the enforcement of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 


Fortifications, surveys, maps, ar- 


chive*. 


Mr.senTsrs, r.Tny war college and 


central section directly under chief 


of general staff la change of all qn<>«- 
tions relating to personnel and ad- 


I ministration of rutted States army.

•were delivered to the troops in the 
spring and summer clothes at the be- 
ginning of winter, not because of a 
lack of organization, but because or- 
ganization was too cumbersome, too 
much In a rut, too lacking In Intelli- 
gence. 


It Is the job of a general staff to 


make certain that organization does 
not outrun toam play. It is no less 
their Job to lead on the army to new 
levels of co-operative effort, to a higher 
and higher degree of organization. II 
they fall In this larger task it will be 
possible for the Germans, with armies 
smaller than our own by far, to beat 
us and make us submit to their terms. 
Not without reason, therefore, Is the 
general staff called "the brains of the 
armj ." 


Some people nowadays are willing, 


shamefully willm?, to admit tbe ability 
of other nations to whip us. But It has 
not yet reached the point where people 
are willing to admit that we are the 
inferiors of the Germans In our ability 
to use our brain power. "The brains 
of the army" should surely be given 
especial support and whatever num- 
ber of ofllcers are needed, for the usual 
reasons and further because custom as 
solid as law provides a civilian head 
for the wnr department of the United 
States. With a civilian head a stronK 
body of experts to advise the experi- 
enced chief is more than ever neces- 
sary. 


Under the present law the general 


staff Is also deprived to a largo estent 
of the constant attention, aid and di- 
rection it should receive from its head. 
The chief of staff under the present 
law supervises the following depart 
ments ns well as all troops of the line' 


Adjutant general, inspector general, 


Judge advocate, quartermaster gener- 
al, medical corps, corps of engineers, 
ordnance department, signal corps. 


With such heavy duties It is entirely 


out of the question for him to give to 
the general staff the time nn»i energies 
which It rightfully may expect from 
its chief. 


Decides Conduct of War. 


And in time of war what does the 


general staff do then? The answer is 
that it practically decides the conduct 
of the war. For a Napoleon It was 
possible to say "I require obedience, 
not advice!" and to win consistently by 
carrying out that principle. 
Suppose 


that •Napoleon himself had his head- 
quarters today "somewhere In France." 


The changes of a hundred years 


would make it entirely impossible for 
him to sit silently upon his white horse 
on some hilltop to watch thet battle un- 
fold around and beneath him, solid di- 
visions upon divisions going forward 
in thick masses to carry out his plans. 
Ills men would bo drawn out ia tbin 
lines over hundreds of miles of ground 
nnd stationed In trenches so low as to 
bo Invisible. The hilltop headquarters 
lie vnuhl have to abandon for some 
central point far back of the line of 
fire, where a few hundred telephone 
wires and a daily report from the sec- 
ton in the form of sketch maps would 
tie his ouly means of "seeing" the bat- 
tle. 
Would ho still refuse advice? 


The question is a nice one; but, after 
nil, whether we can answer it or not 
matters not at all, for a Napoleon oc- 
curs only onco in half a dozen centu- 
ries. If we are uncertain nbout wheth- 
er he would need advice nnd guidance 
today, no such doubt exists about the 
best generals In the fighting armies or 
the present time. 


While the names of certain com- 


manders are the only names we know. 
we civilians, all soldiers know tbat It 
is not they v.-ho really make the great 
decisions on which campaigns are de- 
cided and nations rise and fall. 
The 


contra! brain of the military body— 
the general staff—could scarcely be 
less active in wartime than In peace 
years. It is their judgment, backed 
by their united knowledge and expe- 
rience, which directs the strategy and 
the course of every campaign. 
The 


personal responsibility for orders Is- 
sued, the energy with which they are 
executed, rest with the commanding 
general. But how far he Is merely 
advised and how completely he la nn- 
der the direction of the general staff 
Is a matter only of degree. 


Such is the work done by the gen- 


eral staff that la effective. 


Shell Shook. 


Shell shock Is commonly supposed to 


bo a new complaint, due to modern 
heavy artillery, but I have found a case 
of It as far back an the year 1471. Tho 
victim was fin, elector fit Brnnrtenburg, 
BMedrlch of the Iron Teeth, and this 
is Carlylo'a account of his experience: 
'In that war with Pommern he ttt 


besieging a Pomeranian town, Ueker- 
mnnde the namo of it, when at dinner 
one day a cannon ball pltmged down 
upon the table wltb such a crash aa we 
can fancy, which greatly confused the 
nerves of JTriedrlcU, much Injured his 
hearing and even his memory thence- 
forth." 


rne consequence was that the elector 


abdicated at once and died noon after- 
ward.—Westminster Gazette.

United State: Department of Agricul 


ture Gives Valuable Direction* For 
Conserving Food by Simole »nd In- 
exptneive Home Proceicei — Diff»r»nt 
Way* of Drying Food Product*. 


[From United States department of agri- 
culture ] 


Fruits and vegetables may be dried 


In the home by simply processes and 
stored for future use. ' The processes 


j ure sun drying, drying by artificial heat 


I and drjlng by air blast. 
These, of 


j course, may be combined. In. general, 


, most fruits or vegetables to be dried 
qnlckly must be shredded or cut Into 
slices, because many are too large to 
dry Quickly or are covered with a skin, 
the purpose of which Is to prevent dry- 
Ing out. When freshly cut fruits or 
vegetables are to be dried by means of 
artificial heat they should be erposed 
first to gentle heat and later to the 
higher temperatures. If the air applied 
at the outset Ic of too high a tempera- 
ture the cat surfaces of tbe sliced 
fruits or vegetables become hard or 
scorched, covering tbe juicy Interior 
so that It will not dry out. Generally 
it Is not desirable that the air tempera 
tur» In drjlng should go nlxne 140 
degrees to 150 degrees F., and It is bet- 
ter to keep it well below this point 
Insects and Insect eggs are killed by 
exposure to heat of this temperature. 


It Is Important to know the degree 


of heat In the drier, and this cannot 
be determined very accurately except 
by using a thermometer. The reason 
sun drying Is popularly believed to 
give fruits and vegetables a sweeter 
flavor lies probably in the fact that in 
the sun they never are scorched, where- 
as in the oven or over a stove scorch- 
ing Is likely to occur unless careful 
attention Is given them. 


Drying of certain products can be 


completed In some driers within two 
or three hours. The material should 


be sliced and dried. 


To secure a floe quality of dried prod- 


ucts much depends upon having the 
vegetables absolutely fresh, young, 
tender and perfectly clean. 
If steel 


kflUes are used in paring und cutting 
have them dean and bright so as not 
to discolor the vegetable. Tbe earthy 
smell uml fiavor will cling to root crops 
if they are not washed thoroughly be- 
fore sin ing, and one decajed root mav 
flavor several kettles of soup if the 
.slices Jroin it lire scattered through a 
whole bat-h of dried materml 
High 


grade dried "root" vegetables can only 
be made from peeled roots 


Blanching of vegetables is considered 


desirable by sonic housekeepers, al- 
though it Is not strictly essential to 
fiuccew-ful doing. 
Sun drjing has 


much to recommend it, since it re- 
quires no expenditure of fuel and there 
Is little danger of tbe product becom- 
ing overheated. Dust, however, gath- 
ers on the pioduct, nnd unless It is pro- 
tected carefully flies and especially 
certain insects which habitually attack 
dried fruits i\ill lay their eggs upon it
